The GraviuR Dock. 

TendorB for tho construction of a 
Graving Dock at Erquimalt wero in- 
vited a few months ago by thoProvin- 
cial Government. The result we placed 
before the public ycBtorday, Only olo 
tender was sent in— that of T A Bulk- 
ley, Efq, C. B, who represents 
English capitalists. The Hon. the 
Chief Commissioner placed the facts 
befcro the House in a clear and able 
manner, and announced tho decision at 
vhich heand his colleagues had arrived. 
Tho fac s excited keen regrot in the 
Houso, and will doubtless do ao 
throughout the country. Tho decision 
commended itself to the good sense of 
all or nearly all tho members, and 
Wil'l, wo doubt not, bo similarly viewed 

futside. Something has undoubtedly 
eon gainod. Tho most dosirable site 
(The'.is Cove) is indicatod ; and it ia 
known that ttoro aro English Capital- 
iBtfl ready to build such a dock as in 
wanted upon a Government guarantee 
oi six per cent during about thirty 
yeara upon between ono hundred and 
twenty and ono hundred nud thirty 
thonaand pcuuds stoilir> K . Hero, then, 
■wo have some baeia to work upon, 
There are to bo found in England capit- 
alists willing to embark in a colonial 
enterprise promising largo profits on 
condition that they shall have unexcep- 
tionable security for immediate returns 
of not less than six per cent on the 
capital emp'oyed. This discovery can 
hardly excite wondor. There id nsih' 
ing very magnanimous in tho oiler; — 
bat thore is a lurking t-uspicion that, 
inasmuch as tho actual cOBt of the work 
will in all probability fall bolow one 
hundred thousand ponndr, the Com- 
pany would, by placing it at tho bibber 
figure in reality bo guaranteed interest 
at the rato of about Spor cout instond 
of bix. In view of tho fact that only 
one tender was received and that its 
terms would appear to be far from 
liberal ; considering tho high pro- 
bability that there would ho more com- 
petition wero better opportunities af« 
forded ; and remembering! that tho 
Dominion guarantee is only tor rive per 
cent interest on ono hundred thousand 
pounds for a period of ten years, and 
that tbo Province would havo to step 
in and make up whatever deficiency 
thoro may bo ia the guarantee, we 
think publio opinion generally must 
concur in iho wisdom of tho conclusion 
arrived at by tho government. Ol 
course it is depressing and disappoint, 
ing; especially to this ODminanity, to 
find' lhat tho commencomeut of a mont 
important workman bo delayed ladefin 
tely ; but wo cannot agree with some 
in blaming tbo Government for a result 
which all muBt regrot. As tho matter 
now stands, it will bo the bounden doty 
of tho Government to mako tho moat 
Btronoous efforts during tho summer 
for the purpose of placing beloro the 
Legislature upon its reassembling next 
autumn the most favorab'e terms upon 
wbicli it can reasonably bo hoped to have 
the work undertaken. With that object 
in view.it will not only bo the duty of 
tbo Government to employ every 
reasonable moans for obtaining oiler* 
from capitalists abroad, t;ut to carry 
oat the spirit of Mr Beavei.'s resolution, 
Too much light ounuot be thrown upon 
this subject, and the Government may 
by the judiciousexpendilureol u fow tliousnnd 
dollais cow, in borings a plans and informa- 
tion, sive many tliousuuds to tho Province. 
The' work under cotiei Jeraiion is an import- 
ant Provinci.il one. Indeed , it runy ba rc- 
carded aB a Domiuion work; lor it must, to 
a creat exten', decide tho maiiilrua atatua ol 
the Dominion oq the Pacific. Tba commer- 
cial andniBritime mtereatol the neighbouring 
Territory must leceivo freab impetus upor 
tho openiDnol tho Northern Pacific Kailwuj; 
ond of Bri'ish Columbia is only uhva 10 her 
own interes's, she will s^aro in die benefit-* 
of that increased prosperity. On tho et ier 
barjd if she should continue to sleep alio 
moeVsuffer. A liberal at.d ener K etin policy 
ia what appears to bo most wiiiittd now ; and 
with the Ura?ini; Dock aod tho toriniuuj of 
the Railway at Eeqmraulr, we shall have no 
difficulty in building up a ureal commercial 
aod maritime port and exacting tribute from 
Borro.iodins peoples. Whittevc-r (^appoint- 
ment may be occasioned by tho delay in com- 
mencing tbo Dock, the public may be consol- 
ed by the reflection that if tho Government 
only makes good use of the lew months lhat 
must intervene, the time will not be lost.

This in a Bweopiog change; but it is a good 
one and will, we kel aa=ured. ho properly 
appreciated by tho country. '1 Sere are those 
who BbrinU from »3 wido a franohne; but we 
feci well assured that those tbuioofranobiBed 
will use Ibeir new privileges in ouch a way 
aH to rrovo the wisdom of tho (tap and ullay 
the foars of tin B9 who oppoied it.

First Provincial Lesislative Assembly. 

FIRST SESSION. 

Fbidat, April Dtb, 1872. 
The Speaker took the Chair at 2 o'clock 
and proceeded to decide tUo 

POINT Or ORDBtl 

Referred t9 yesterduy. ilr Speaker stated his 
opinion that no manor foreign lo the object 
for which the Bill was sent down could be 
introduced into the Bill. 

Mr Ilumphrejs asked if tho point of otdor 
hid been reduced to writing, 

The Speaker read from the minutes of 
Thursday's proceedings. 

MrRobson-The pointwas whether the Houso 
hnd the power to deal with any part of tho 
Constitution Act. 

The Speaker — And 1 decide that it has not. 
Ha read from Muy to show that the vicious 
practice) of introducing matter foreign to the 
purport ol the Bill, formerly not uncommon, 
was now scarcely tolerated. 

Sir Humphreys held that as long ns tho 
amendment referred to any portion of tho Oou- 
Btitutiou Act it was admissable. 

Mr J P liooth complained that tho decision 
was not clear to him. 

The Speaker— I decide that you can't intro- 
duce irrolerant matter into a bill in Com- 
mute?. 

Mr Robson read from May, page 450, to 
show that the amendments, whether relevant 
or not, might he introduced. 

Tho Speaker— Read on to I ha neit clause. 

Mr Robson— I don't want to read any more. 
(Laughter.) 

CO\IliITTEE OV IKQtJIttT. 

Mr 7amieson moved that a Select Com- 
mittee be appointed to enquire into and report 
upon the conduct- of tho two members tor 
Lillooet |«filb respect to the Information given 
by them to tho Government regarding the 
wants and requirements o! tho said District. 
The Committeo to consist of Messrs UcCreight, 
Walkem, Sonlin, RobEOQ, Ash and J. P. 
Booth. 

Mr ./ftraieaon said ho had been charged by 
the Government with withholding certain in'' 
formation with respect to the wants of 
Lillooet District from then). This ho 
denied and bad aaacrtid lhat be had handed 
a letter to the Provincial Secretary containing 
a fall statement of Iho wants of bis District. 
Ho now stood before the public charged with 
being a liar. 

Hon Mr McCreighl— No such insinuation 
was made, Mr Jumieson, I assure you, nor 
any such impression entertained. 

Mr J"araiesoD.— Such is the impression. I 
gave a statement of the wants of my District 
to tho Provincial S»cretary and I am held 
up to scorn and ridicule. (No ) Let any 
hon member imagine himself placed in the 
same position and ima<;in3 bow be would feul, 
On the Committee be bad placed two mem- 
bers of the Government in ordor that they 
might pjcercise their ingenuity in making out 
th» best casothey could against him. 

DrAsh seconded. , 

Mr Robaou hoped the resolution would not 
be pressed, lie could clearly understand the 
feelings and motives oi'the tion mover; but 
ho (Mr Jamiesoo) stood in no such portion 
as he imagined. Every one boliovad in hii 
veraeitr, (hear,) and everyone tried to believe 
the Government, lie (Mr Robson) did not 
question the veracity ol LUe Government; but 
ha would soy that, the case of his District wab 
almost identical with that of tbo hon muver, 
but ho never dronnipt of attributing the ne- 
glect to a want cf macity on the part of the 
Ministry, He was williug to attribute it to 
a pres3 ol business. Toe hon member for 
Lillooet stood in a good posi'iou — every one 
believed hu had spoken tbe truth. Not the 
slightest imputation rested upoa his character. 
(Hear, heir ) Now, ho saw no good end to 
bo aubjervod by passing ibis resolution. The 
question should be set at rest. No practical 
good could flow from it aud as tho session was 
near a close, he hopod tbe resolution would 
bo withdrawn. 

Mr Armstrong, if he could aee nny good 
object lo be obtained by passing the resolu- 
tion, would support It. liut the hon Provin- 
cial Secretary did Dot deny having recoived 
tbe letter. He said that be might have done 
ao b-.'t that he did not remember.

■were common to all, and a reasonable viow 
ehould be taken of this case.

Hon Mr Robertson said that Mr Humphreys 
claimed to have dolivered the letter to him.
